HE Harding administration has been in power 
six months.

Peace: a separate treaty has been negotiated with 
Germany and now is before the Senate for ratification. 

Reduction of armaments: an international confer- 
ence has been called by President Harding to discuss 
limitation of armaments and the amicable solution of 
Far Eastern problems which must be peacefully solved 
as a necessary antecedent to any reduction of arma- 
ments. 

More business in government: a radical reduction 
of expenditures in all departments: introduction of 
business-like methods and procedure which make for 
public economy on the one hand and inerease quality 
Work on re-organiza- 
tion of executive still greater 
efficiency and still greater economy will be secured,

Representative government restored: democratic 
practices and hospitality in the White House have 
been re-established; proper and friendly relations be- 
tween legislative and executive branches of the 
government have been resumed by the President’s 
counseling with the Senate in matters of foreign 
policy and co-operating with the Congress, as a whole, 
instead of trying to coerce it, in the consideration of 
publie affairs. ‘‘One man government’’ has given 
way to almost daily conferences between the President 
and leaders in all lines of production and business.

The purchasing of an automobile in California from 
an authorized agent of a company iv/regular stand- 
ing has a right to assume that his dar conforms to 
law. 

True, the police department of ‘cities or counties 
cannot look upon it in this way. The who is 
driving a ear is supposed to know that it is equipped 
according to law, and he is liable to arrest if it does 
not conform. But this process of securing law and 
order by penalizing violators is ‘a long and imperfect 
course. It is much better to be logical about it. 
And the logie of it is that the maker and the seller 
of the ear should know that the car is in lawful 
form. It should be made inconvenient for the agent 
that attempts to do business with unlawfully equipped 


man 


cars. 

True, it may be diffieult for the manufacturer of 
ears in Michigan to make his ears conform to the 
laws in the other forty-seven states. But at least he 
should have familiarity enough with the require- 
ments of auto driving to permit his cars to be ad- 
justed in each state to the peculiarities of state en- 
actment. And it should be the primary business of 
the state agency to see that cars under their super- 
vision do conform to law. 

The principle of ‘‘let the buyer beware’’ whether 
his car is fitted to the traffie regulations adds to 
the hazard of the general public. And this hazard 
is now too great. At best, the number of eccentric 
drivers, drivers either careless or ignorant or indif- 
ferent to the Volstead act, make a menace of being 
on the highways. And an appreciable part of the 
difficulty of driving at night is due to glazing head- 
lights. 

Headlights must adapt themselves to two require- 
ments. They must be sufficiently bright to light 
the roadway, so that the auto motorist may go ahead 


at a reasonable rate of speed. And it must be dim 
enough so that the oncoming car driver shall not be 


stupefied by the glare. The last is too frequent a 
happening, because it pleases the motorist to be able 
to his own way. Often as many as one in six of 
the cars one meets at night are glaring, so bright 
that for the moment the oncoming driver is confused. 
As between the right of one car to go fast and of the 
other not to be confused, the first must be required 
to go as slowly as to fit into the general conditions 
of travel. 

The state motor vehicle department should be ‘up- 
held in its determination to require uniformity in 
motor ears sales to fit law requirements.—Fresno

THE MAN WITH AN INCOME 
T HOSE who were hit hardest by the high cost 





of living were those with fixed incomes,

This applies to those whose wages or salaries have 
not flictuated greatly or at all, as well as those whose 
incomes are derived from dividends or interest. 

For instanee, the man whose wage, salary or other 
income amounts to forty dollars a week has, if the 
cost of living has gone down twenty-five per cent 
from the high peak, in effect had an increase in his 
income of thirty-three and one-third per cent. Thus: 

If the cost of living has gone down one-fourth, 
seventy-five cents will buy as much as a dollar would 
at the peak of the boom. If he was living up to 
his income—as he probably was—it only takes thirty 
dollars a week now. to get what required forty dollars 
a week when prices were at their height. 

As he has—or should have, though he probably 
hasn’t—a margin of ten dollars a week now that 
living costs have fallen, which is a third more than 
it is costing him—or ought to be costing him—to 
live, this means that in effect a drop of twenty-five 
per cent in the cost of living represents to him an 
inerease of one-third in his income, measured by pur- 
chasing power. 

He is even better off than that, when it is remem- 
bered that his ten-dollar margin will buy a_ third 
more than it would have bought at the peak of the 
boom, 

It is an ill wind that blows nobody good, and the 
man on a fixed income or on a salary that has not 
been reduced is in a position to realize it. 

And if he is wise he is putting aside his margin 
and investing it in safe securities that will yield on 
present prices a larger return than sound securities 
will vield for a

AUSTRALIAN TRADE INCREASES 

HERE is general agreement that the next great 

W commercial and industrial development will 

be among the peoples bordering on the Pacific 

ocean. Some have this belief because they 

hear competent people say so. Those who have them- 

selves studied the subject know that it must be so 

because it is in those countries that the majority of 

the still undeveloped resources of the earth are found. 

It is the development of new resources that gives 
new direction to human effort. 

And the development of the Pacifie nations is to 
be far more rapid and spectacular than any previous 
movement, because there are ready at hand more 
people to do the work. When the development of 
the Americas began Europe was but sparsely settled, 
the Americas were a wilderness and transportation 
methods were erude. Now there are at hand the 
people and the means. 

One part of that movement will be the develop- 
ment of the Australian continent, as has just been 
effectively shown to us by Sir Arthur Rickard, an 
enthusiastic Australian, who happens to be with us. 
Years ago Professor Arnold Guyot, then of Harvard, 
prophesied that the western movement of population 
would continue until some pressure was felt on the 
American shore of the Pacific, when there would 
come a deflection southward until equilibrium was 
also established there. 

We are now at the beginning of that movement. 
Australia, the southern continent, which is occupied 
by the most energetic and masterful of the white 
races, almost without admixture, is already feeling 
the impulse and will go far. We have much in 
common with Australia and it is well for us and for 
the Australians also that our relations are so cordial 
And the more that we deal with each other the better

EDUCATION VERSUS TOBACCO 

N view of the recent discussions anent the cost 

of education in the County of San Bernardino, 

the following report from Dr. Claxton will 

be read with equal interest by those in favor 

of high taxes for education, and those who object 

to more money being voted for that purpose. Dr. 

Claxton makes the statements upon unquestioned 

authority, quoting figures from United States govern- 
ment statistics. : 

In 1915 there was spent for public and private 
elementary, secondary and higher education (includ- 
ing the endowed colleges), $919,729,258. 

For teachers’ and professors’ salaries $492,745,240. 

In all the years of our history to 1920, the total 
expenditure for such education has been approxi- 
mately $16,645,000,000. 

Since 1870 (50 years) the total figures are about 
$14,552,796,037. 

These seem large sums; but tobacco’s cost in one 
year equals higher education cost for 273 years. If 
cigarettes, cigars and tobacco be all included, the 
total charge is $2,100,000,000; almost exactly the 
same as for both elementary and secondary education 
for the three years 1916, 1917 and 1918. 

Soft drinks consume $350,000,000 a year, two and 
a half times as much as for all higher education.

sale price of 96 commodities, accord- 
Bradstreet’s Index, had in- 
creased from 100 to about 210, 
while the index of prices on articles 
which the farmer buys as given by 
figures compiled by the United 
States Department of Agriculture had 
increased from 10 to about 214. 
We have therefore, in these figures, 
a striking illustration of the fact 
that the lemon grower as a class has 
contributed far more than his share 
toward keeping down the price of 
his commodity, for while he has haa 
to pay very greatly increased charges 
for fertizilizers and other commodt- 


ing to in both production and distribution 1s 


the consumer for it is he who pays the 
bills, and no report of production and 
distribution is complete which leaves him 
out of account. 

One of the problems which the co- 
operative association of producers must 
face in the future is that of showing to 
the consumer that the business of pro- 
duction under co-operative management is 
of benefit not only to the producer but 
to the consumer as well. This is particu- 
larly true of the lemon grower for in this 
industry the number of producers as 
compared with the number of consumers

It 
should be noted that this figure re- 
fers to wholesale and not to retafl 
prices. 

At the same time that the lemon 
grower has been selling lemons at 
a price which has remained fairly 
constant, the same has not been true 
of the retailer. Your California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange has before it at 
all times the problem of dealing with 
three hundred thousand retailers 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the country. The education of these 
three hundred thousand retailers is 
a slow and laborious process. A let- 
ter sent out by the Exchange during 
one of the recent times of low prices 
shows the type of work which the 
Exchange is constantly carrying on. 

“Now is the time” reads this let- 
ter“ to push lemons. California is 
practically giving them away. Only 
a few times in the history of the 
lemon industry have our prices on 
California lemons been so low. 

“Lemons have been selling below 
the cost of production all summer.”

“Yet most retailers have failed to cash- 
in on this opportunity because of the 
practically universal habit of fixing retail 
prices of lemons without regard to whole- 
sale costs.” 

The letter then goes on to point out 
that if the retailer will price lemens in 
acordance with the wholesale cost, allow- 
ing himself a margin of 259% on sales 
or 33% on cost, he will secure rapid 
sales, increased turnover, fresh stock, ac- 
celerated consumption and _ consequently 
much greater net profits. The article fur- 
ther points out the advantage of pushing 
the sales of lemons in both summer and 
winter and also furnishes the dealer with 
a chart suggesting price per dozen on the 
basis of wholesale cost. 

It seems strange to us that the Exchange 
should have to urge anything that seems 
a matter of such simple arithmetic but 
this is one of the problems which they 
face constantly and they will never ade- 
quately solve the problem of securing the 
good will of their consumers over the 
country until they have solved this prob- 
lem of the retail’and of the marketing of 
our product. 

A study of the average prices of lemons 
during different months of the year for 
a period of several years reveals the fact 
that this average price remains in gene- 
ral, uniform for the different months 
from year to year.

been two notable exceptions. One occurred 
in October of 1918. The other in January 
of 1919, when there was an abnormal 
rise in prices. This was caused by the 
two epidemics of influenza which were 
at their height at about these periods. 
All growers remember the abnormally 
high prices received for their fruit during 
these times. It should be kept in mind 
that prices of this sort are perhaps as 
injurious to the grower as the opposite 
condition for they are immediately follow- 
ed by a serious, and in some cases, 
by a, prolonged reaction. Consumers quit 
buying and it takes sometimes many 
months for the habit of purchasing to be- 
come re-established. 

For example, last June following the 
sudden increase in the price of lemons 
which occured about that time, an eastern

lemon. The cartoon illustrated the potnt 


of view of the eastern consumer who is 
faced with the necessity of buying one 
of his favorite fruits at a price which 
to him is almost prohibitive. It is situa- 
tions of this sort which produce the 
phrase sometimes heard in the east and 
of the truth of which you yourselves are 
best qualified to be the judges: “These 
millionaire lemon growers of California.” 

A study of lemon prices received by | 
the growers for a_ period of fourteen 
years, shows that there is still much to 
be done in this matter. The price is usu- 
ally best during the months of June, 
July, August, September and October. 
During the other seven months it crops 
to a seriously low figure. The average 
price for the months June to Octeber 
is approximately 33-1-30% higher than the 
price from November to May. 

A study of the picking and = storage 
condition of the Lemon Growers’ Associa- 
tion in Upland shows that the months of 
heaviest picking are February, March, | 
April and May, whereas, the maximum 
amount of fruit in storage occurs during 
the months of April, May, June and 
July, The jump in prices in the east} 
comes, as already noted, between the 15th | 
of May and the 15th of June. In other 
words, the heaviest prices in the east come 
at a time when the amount of fruit, in 
California is at a maximum.

SECTION 1. There is. hereby levied for 


the current fiscal year, on all taxable 
property within the corporate limits of 
the City of Upland, a property tax of 


$1.25, upon each One Hundred Dollars of 
the assessed valuation of the property, as 
assessed by the County Assessor and re- 
turned by the County Auditor, and the 
tax so levied and to be assessed is hereby 
set apart as follows: 

GENERAL FUND: $1.25 

SECTION 2. There is also hereby levied , 
for the current fiscal year, on all sald 
property within the corporate limits . of 
the said City of Upland, a Special prop- 
erty tax of 38 cents, upon each $100.00 
of the assessed valuation of such property, 
as assessed by the County Assessor and 
returned by the County Auditor, which 
tax so levied shall be collected and set 
apart for the special purpose of paying 
the principal and interest due and to 
become due upon the bonded indebted- 
ness of said City during the present fiscal 
year. 

SECTION 8. There is also hereby levied, 
for the present fiscal year, on all taxable 
property within the City of Upland, a 
Special property tax of 15 cents upon each 
$100.00 of the assessed valuation of such 
property as assessed by the County Asses- 
sor and returned by the County Auditor, | 
and the tax so levied and to be collected 
shall be set apart for the special pur- 
pose of providing and maintaining parks 
and music and for advertising purposes. 
This tax is levied pursuant to the author- 
ization of the voters of said City at a 
special election held for that purpose. 

SECTION 4. There is also hereby levied 
for the present current fiscal year, on all | 
taxable property within the said City of 
Upland, a special property tax of 14 
cents, upon each $100.00 of the assessed 
valuation of such property, as assessed by 
the County Assessor and returned by the 
County Auditor, which tax so levied shall 
be collected and set apart for the special 
purpose of maintaining the public library. 

SECTION 5. The foregoing tax is here- 
by found and declared to be necessary 
for the purpose of maintaining City 
government and for the other special | 
purposes in this ordinance specified, dur- 
ing the current fiscal year, and this ordin- 














ance shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its adoption and approval, | 
and a copy thereof shall be filed with 
the proper County Officers, as required | 
by law.
